hand. Chaff seed irises just as ifiwd 
result.s as clean seed and the only 
disadvantage in its use is the diffi- 
culty of distribution. It ought to 
be* possible to get some of the men 
operating threahen to get attach- 
menu far their machines for clean- 
tag clow aeed, where there is a 
eonaUenble amonnt of clover in a 
county. It la said that these at- 
tachments giva aatisfactory service 
anil must ma mi f wUi m a mako the 
atlachmenla.
